A brisk win d sen t the balloon sea­ 
ward an d in a few min u tes it was ou t 
of sig ht. Ten min u tes after the start 
the fog lifted bu t the balloon had dis­ 
appeared. 
A wireless messag e from 
the Brig aritic shoals, ten miles n orth, 
declared the balloon had passed ov er 
that poin t. 
Col. Thomas Potter in the 
y acht 
Oliv e, followed the balloon u n til the 
y acht was distan ced. 
When he re­ 
tu rn ed he stated that the propellers 
were g iv in g the av iators trou ble, hu t 
an attem pt was bein g made to repair 
them rather than descen d. 
Wellman ’s craft is on e hu n dred an d 
six ty -fou r feet lon g , 
with 
fifty -two 
beam. 
It carried food su fficien t for 
sev fen ty -fiv e day s in case of 
bein g 
blown in to the Arctic circle. 
It is 
equ ipped with n on -sin kable steel life­ 
boats an d a reserv e g as su pply . 
It’s 
speed is estimated at forty miles an 
hou r. 
The Wellman car weig hs two an d 
on e-qu arter ton s an d has a liftin g pow­ 
er of twelv e ton s. It is equ ipped with 
three motors, on e of eig hty , on e of 
two hu n dred an d on e of ten 
horse 
power. 
The third is u sed merely to 
driv e the air pu mps. The bag is made 
of three thickn esses of cotton , three 
of ru bber an d three of silk. It weig hs 
two ton s in addition to the car weig ht 
stated abov e.
